1. Receipt is acknowledged of a preliminary amendment, filed 2 April 2004, which 
has been placed of record and entered in the file.

January 2004, which has been placed of record in the file. An initialed, signed and 
dated copy of the PTO-1449 form is attached to this Office action.

3. Applicant is respectfully requested to carefully review all continuing data for 
accuracy and completeness, and the status of each parent application should be 
updated where appropriate. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because figures 9A-10F have rough and blurry 
numbers and lines. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as “amended.” If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the

Specification 

5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because in line 7, the word 
“cooperates” should be changed to --cooperate-, and in the last line the phrase “which 
prompted the invention” is considered unnecessary and should be deleted. Correction 
is required. See MPEP § 608.01 (b). 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the . applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 14 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 14 and 22, the term “portion” is used with regard to the blank as well as 
the product. Accordingly, the expressions such as “folding said first portion” etc. render 
the claim vague and indefinite because such fails to positively set forth that it is the 
portions of the blank that are folded. 
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These and any other informalities should be corrected so that the claims may 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention, as required by 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention v/as patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claims 1-6, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Koene (US 3,291,365). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 7, 8 and 15-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

11. Claims 9-13, 21, 23-38 are allowed. 

12. Claims 14 and 22 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
